— The strike of rail- 
road employees of Austria for increas- 
ed wages, which began October 1, la 
spreading and the serious Inconven- 
ience to the iiubllc is growing every 
day.

The machine 
shop woritcrs have Joined the railroad 
men.

In 1902 there were fi" naturalized, 
in Rlo;! there were 27!), in- 1 DO-l there 
were SL', in 1!I0,". there ivere 19, In tSOG 
up to .Inly 1 .(0, and for the following 
twelve months 205. This eensu.s of 
1901 showed the total Japanese popula- 
tion of C.-mada to be only 3,812, anil 
from then until 190,"i only ,351 Japanoso 
ImmlgrautK ..mtered tiio Dominion. 
Since it reciuired ;i three years' rcsi- 
•ilence in the country before paper.s can 
be taken nut, the above llgures point to 
tlio fact that almost all of the present 
Japanese poi)ul;ilioii who are eliglblo 
to become naturalized have availed 
themselves of the prlvil.;ge.

Cowan 
stated, after the dclugo of Japapose 
immigration had commenced the 
working men of Vancouver came' -to 
the conclusion that it was about time 
.sometliing was done to prevent the In- 
flux — to prevent this province liecoin- 
ing a province of the Mikado. .Meet- 
ing.s wore called, but sl^ly attended. 
Tho committee Iii charge of tli/j mat- 
ter felt convlnccd .that the unanimous 
opinion in Vancouver was that tho 
Oriental peril was one of first impor- 
tance, and It was decided <o hold a 
public meeting and attempt to bring 
home to every whit© man, woman and 
child the great danger hanging over 
their home and country. Those who 
got up the meeting and tho.'sB who at- 
tended in thousands, and viewed the 
parade of the (worklngmen had no 
idea that tl}ero would be trouble, and 
trouble was tho Very^ last thing tln^y 
wanted. Tho 'trouble started as the| 
result of tho actions of a largo num- j 
lier of boys "as on "a Hallowe'en ; 
prank," assisted by some drunk.-?, tvho 
throw missiles through the wlndow.s 
of some of tho Chinese stores. In the 
crowds wore Hindus^, Chlntae and Jap- 
anese freely' walking ^ aboat, >and had 
the crowd been as mppdthlrsty as stat- 
ed these ■Orlen'tilsf-nYduld have been 
badly injured. ' Jtlotlng In this coun- 
try was not Justifiable, and tho labor- 
ing men here can:\pt allow any such 
If It can be 'i^revented. 
•■ Mr. 'Cowan, declared, however, tli.it 
good would come out of tho Vancou- 
ver Incident. "It's 'the shot heanl 
around the world," he asserted, ;ind 
blamed tho Dominion government, 
which, ho maintained, had ' Ignored, 
time and again, tho representations 
which had been made to have this 
great Oriental horde barred from out 
of the Dominion. The great basic 
principle on which tho labor interest 
stood was that in this country citizen - 
.•*hlp mtjst bo had. "Will we ever 
make Canadian oitlzons out of tho As- 
ia tie'.'" ho asked, and was answered 
\-, itli a shout of "No, never," -vi-hile tb» 
nuotlng rose and cheered the speak- 
er to tho echo. 

It had been argued that the west 
'must have Oriental labor. He had 
heard that cry for the past 17 years. 
The fishing industry was now in the 
hands of capital and Asiatic labor and 
factories, warehouses and numberless 
other lines of work and business were 
crowded with importation's. The ques- 
tion would 'never bo settled If the la- 
lioring man was willing to sit down 
and not act for himself.

"Your talking for Sir Wilfrid,'

"Xo, I'm iiot," declared Mr. Creai^ 
who urged that tho whole question lie 
approached with caution as any anta- 
gonistic action would certainly en- 
danger the future great trade relations 
between Canada and Japan, a trade 
which was now rapidly growing.

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STOCKS IN NEW YORK 

Market Affected by Rumors of Trou- 
ble With Japan 

Now York, Oct. 3.— There was more 
activity In the stock market, and the 
depression was less passive than in 
the torpid market of yesterday. Tlie 
most pronounced Influence on tlm 
day's market was the large selling for 
foreign account, not only on orders 
from London, but also from Amster- 
dam and European points. This had a 
bad effect on local sentiment, as it 
was supposed to presage some unfa- 
vorable developments at the points 
where It originated. Private cables 
intimated, however, that anxiety over 
tho relations In this country and Jap- 
an prompted these sellings. 'When tho 
source of this anxiety wJts sought it 
appeared that London dispatches pub- 
lished In Now Tork and cabled back- 
to foreign points, together with Jour- 
nalistic criticism of the Pacific crul.so 
of tho American warships published 
here in connection with the dis- 
patches, was tho .ground for the anx- 
iety abroad, and not any first hand 
information there of the development 
in tho matter. "When this roundabout 
course of the war scare had been 
traced Its Influence subsided and op- 
ened tho "vvay to subsenuent recovery 
In prices. 

Continued tension In the money 
marl^et was a restraint on any de- 
mand for stocks, and kept tho market 
vulnerable to bear attack. The rate 
for call loans did not go so high as 
yesterdav, and showed a tendency to 
relax from tho early high level. Thi.s 
was partly due to the policy of the 
National City bah In offering $50.000 1 Aiimmbra 
lots at 6 per cent without regard to
